Washington, Feb. 13—Reciprecity 
with Canada, reciprocity with all 
countries of North and South Am- 
erica and reciprocity in fact, with all 
nations was advocated by both Presi- 
dent Taft and Speaker-to-be Champ 
Clark in stirring addresses at the 
opening session of the Pan-American 
commercial conference today. 

Speeches favoring closer commer- 
cial union with North and South Am- 
erica with frequent refrence to the 
future influence of the Panama canal 
were made by Secretary of State Mr. 
Knox, James A. Farrell, president of 
the ‘United States Steel corporation, 
Senator Calyo, the Costa Rican min- 
ister to the United States; ‘Senor Cal- 
aeron, the Bolivian minister to the 


“United States, and Senor Casusus, for- 


merly the Mexican ambassador to this 
county. Nearly 600 delegates and 
almost the entire diplomatic corps 
were present. 

Champ. Clark announced in his ad- 
dress, amidst loud applause, that the 
test vote for immediate consideration 
of the reciprocity bill had been won 
by gthe administration. Turning to 
President Taft, he said, laughingly:— 

“That's a document which the pre- 
sident and myself own in partnership. 
But speaking for myself—not for 
President Taft or anyaone else—I am 
for reciprocity, not only with Can- 
ada, but with all South and Central 
American republics. In fact, L am in 
favor of reciprocity with all the na- 
tions of the earth.”

Dairles from which the milk supply | 
of Edmonton is derived will keep | 
their cows with great care in the fut- 
ure if the provisions of the new dairy 
bylaw, prepared by the board = of 
health and approved of by the legis- 
lative committee of the city council 
at a session last night, are respected. 
The proposed new bylaw for the licen- 
sing, inspecting and regulating of 
dairies and vendors of milk and crea 
is framed in the interests of public 
health to prevent the contamination 
of milk supplied to consumers in the 
city. lt isa most complete and care- 
fully drawn bylaw. In its preparation 
the most recent sources of informa- 
tion, including the report of the milk 
commission of Ontario, on the milk 
problem have been consulted, so that 


the regulations laid down are thor- 
oughly up-to-date. The bylaw will 
probably be presented to the city 


council for consideration at its regu- 


lar meeting tonight. 
Tuberculine Test Required, 
Among the new regulations 
most radical is that requiring a tu- 
berculine test to be made by a lic- 
ensed veterinary surgeon, of all cows

The new bylaw requires that each 
cow shall be allowed at least 400 cubic 
feet of air space, which is to tbe con- 
sidered ample provided the building ig 
properly ventilated. Cows must be 
groomed daily and the hair of the tail 
must be cut short enough to leave the 
brush well above the ground, Each} 
cow when inspected will be marked 
by a metal tag rivetted to the ear. 
Milkers are required to wear clean 
milking suits and their finger nails! 
must be trimmed and free from dirt. 
All milk retailed in quantitles less) 
than two gallons ig to be distributed 
in bottles properly sealed and secured 
which have been previously sterilized. 

Competition Will Count. 

“For the observance of this bylaw 
in all its details we are counting more 
on competition between the dairies 
than fines and impositions,’’ said Dr. 
Whitelaw, the medical health officer, 
to the Bulletin, 

“It should be clear to the licensed 
dairyman that it is worth his while 
to observe the regulations of the by- 
law in return for the protection he 
receives from unlicensed dealers in 
milk and cream," 

The extreme penalty which may be 
imposed under the bylaw is a fine of 
$75 which may imposed for the 
Offence of adulterating milk.

DOG'S DEATH CAUSES FURORE, 


General Condemnation Fellows Action 
of London Police. 


London, Feb. 14—All dog lovers re- 
sent the action of the city police in 
poisoning Vis, a bulldog, for nobly 
guarding the body of his master, who 
had committed suicide in the city the 
other day. 

The pathetic story of how Vic lost 
his life was told in the city coroner's 
court when a verdict of suicide fol- 
lowing mental aberration, the result 
of influenza, was returned in the case 
of the dog's owner. 

In an article headed "The Police 
Murder of the Batholomew Bulldog,” 
Our Dogs says the decision to poison 
the dog in order to get into the prem- 
ises shows but poorstrategic ingenuity 
on the part of the police. Why could 
they not have chloroformed the faith- 
ful creature instead of administering 
strychnine? It would have been just 
as easy to do, and would have enabled 
the police to accomplish their object 
just the same, 

What ageravates the crime of the 
police is the fact that a local restaur- 
ant keeper who knew the dog well, 
offered to try to get the dog away 
from his master’s body, but the police 
absolutely refused to allow any one 
to approach the animal. 

Doubtless the police were like many 
of the lay public, under the tmpres- 
sion that a bulldog is the embodiment 
of blind and unresieting ferocity, 
which is erroneous, This dog, like 
most bulldogs, was very docile in his 
disposition ordinarily, but bulldogs,no 
excel most breeds in their 
stronger sense of duty and devotion 
to thelr master or miatress,

NCE D FOR Sk DITION, 
Diplomatic Question Arises Over the 
Arrest of an East Indian, 

Bombay, Feb, 13—Savarkar, the In- 
dian student who was arrested in Lon- 
don on a charge of sedition, was sent- 
enced to transportation for life, 

After his arrest in London Savar- 
kar was extradited to India, but es- 
caped from the ship while she was 
it anchor at Marseilles and swam 
ashore. He was arrested either by a 
lrench gendarme or an Indian police- 
man—the stories in regard to this do 
not agree—and returned to the ship, 
which took him to India 

A diplomatic question arose between 
France and Great Britain over the 
arrest of the student and revolutionist. 
France contended that Savarkar hay- 
ing escaped to French territory from 
a British ship, should not have been 
taken by the British police without 
due process of extradition. 

France wanted Savarkar sent back 
to that country, where Pngland’s de- 
mands for hig extradition could be 
judicially examined into. England 
had Savarkar in jail here and did not 
care to give him up, The French 
government also insisted that if Sa- 
varkar had been arrested in Marseil 
les by an Indian policeman it con- 
stituted an invasion of French terri- 
tory 

The matter was finally referred to 
The Hague tribunal, It has not yet

THE REPUBLICANS 
OPPOSE THE BILL 


BUT THE DEMOCRATS WILL SUP. 
PORT TARIFF AGREEMENT 
ALMOST UNANIMOUSLY, 


Washington, Feb. 13—The McCall 
bill carrying into effect the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement reached the 
floor of the House today.and prob- 
ably will be passed by tnat body be- | 
fore adjournment tomorrow night. 
Even the opponents of the measure 
admitted today there was no hope of 
stopping it in the House, 

A test vote came today soon after 
the House was called to order by 
Speaker Cannon, Mr. McCall moved 
the immediate consideration of his 
bit. This was objected ito. When 
the voting ‘began, however, it soon be- 
came apparent that with comparative- 
ly few exceptions, the lines were being 
drawn tween those favoring and 
those opposing the trade agreement. 
As finally corrected, the vote to take 
up the bill was 197 to 120. The bill 
will be passed, it ts said, by even a 
larger majority, 101 Republicans vot- 
ed against immediate consideration. 
This number will show a_ decided 
diminuation on the final roll all. 
Sixty-three Republicans voted for im- 
mediate consideration, sf 

Few Democrats Oppose. 

The Democratic vote was divided 
134 for immediate consideration and 
19 against. The Democratic leaders 
say that there will be but six or 
seven votes agatst the passage of 
the bill from their side. 

No time was set for a yote today, } 
but tomorrow Mr. McCall will en- 
deavor to secure an agreement to end 
the general debate at five o'clock and 
then to begin the reading of the bill 
for the amendments, tie House to 
remain in session until the measure } 
is passed. : 

The test vote taken today and the 
genera] debate that followed demon- 
Strate the serious split that exists 
among the Republicans of the House 
on reciprocity. It now appears that 


a majority of the Republicans will 
vote against the measure, Like the 
“regular,” the “insurgents” ranks 
are also torn, 
Republicans Oppose. 
Some of the Republicans who 


spoke today declared they saw jin the} 
reciprocity agreement the beginning 
of the end of protection, The Demo- 
cratgs applauded this  vyociferously. 
Mr. Martin, of South Dakota, was 
particularly apprehensive. Mr, Ken- 
dail; of Iowa, also took a mournful 
view of the situation. He declared 
that reciprocity was being supported 
by a minority of Republicans anxious 
to imitate the Democrats, and by a 
majority of Democrats “determined 
to destroy the Republican party.” 

“I decline,” he said, “to witness 
the assasination without entering a 
protest,” 

Party Is Divided, 

The Republican split is accentuat- 
ed iby the fact that one member of 
that party, Mr. McCall, of Massa- 
chussetts, is directing the debate in 
favor of the measure and another 
Republican, Mr, Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania is directing the first against it. 
Representative Hill, of Connecticut, 
opened the debate in favor’ of the 
bill and was the only Republican to 
advocate it today.

EXPLOSIONS OCCUR IN 
NICARAGUAN BARRACKS 


Three Sentinels Were Killed and So

Managua, Nic., Feb. 13—jIn some 
way, not yet known, an explosion oc- 
curred this morning in the ammuniion 
barracks situated not far from the 
Palace of the President. This was 
followed by a series of explosions 
which killed three sentinels, The 
Structure in which the ammunition 
aud military supplies were housed, 
caught fire and for several hours blaz- 
ed furiously. Further explosions fol-

7,000 rifles and 
10,000,000 cartridges were destroyed. 
All the artillery, military rifles and a

President Estrada and General Luis 
Mena, minister of war, gave their per- 
sonal attention to the direction of 
affairs, knowing that there was 
imminent danger from flying bullets. 
So great was the excitement caused 
by the explosions that martial law 
was declared.
